Regarding this matter I beg to say that the Department is 
not aware of the amount of work that is being cone. In a letter 
from Mr. Agent Letourneau dated the Sth of December, last, he stated 
that the plaster was falling off one of the walls of the front room, 
and he requested authority to have temporary repairs made until next 
spring when the replastering of the inside of the house would be 
dione. The Agent was authorized to have this temporary work done by 
one of the plasterers who was working in Conginanage village. we 
were next informed by the Agent that he had order a labourer from 
the village to ~o and keep the teacher's residence heated for about 
ten days until the plaster was dry and also to scrub and clean the 
floors in the building. We had no knowledge that you had moved your 
furniture into the schoolroom and had left the teacher's residence. 
It is, therefore, considered in view of the fact that only slight 
repairs were authorized to the plaster that it was not necessary to 
engage the services of a man for ten Gays to keep on fires and do 
the cleaning. We are not yet aware as to the amount of plastering 
that hae been done. The question of paying for the cleaning of your 
residence after the plastering is done will receive consideration when 
we have been informed as to the amount of plastering carried out. 

In the meantime it is hoped that your residence will be in condition

The Methodist Church will erect the church building 
but the Dr. thinks the Department should put up the other 
buildings and meintain the teacher. 

I would like ea full report on this, showing what 
churches, schools, residences, teachers, etc., there are 
now on the Caughnewagse Reserve and a statement in detail 
showing to what extent the Department is ® contributor to the 
support of these, distinguishing between Band money and 
Departmental money.

This is all the assistance the Department gives to the Meth- 
odist Church or any other Protestant denomihation upon the Res- 
erve. The attendance is 20 on the roll and an average attend— 
anve of 7. The school is held in a building eitfher owned or 
rented by the Church authorities in which they also conduct 
evangelical services. Our census returns show that there are 
Sl Methodists upon the Reserve. 

The Roman Catholies have a large stone Clmrch and a comm 
odious residence for the Priest, and two school buildings. The 
pbuilding for the boys' school is a two-story edifice of stone, 
and the girls' school is a frame building with school room on the 
first floor and rooms for the teacher on the second. The Church 
and the Presbytery were not erected from funds of the Dominion 
of Canada. The schools were built partly from Indians funds and 
partiy from grants by the Dominion. We provide the salaries of 


four teachers as follows:-—

In view of the very small foliowing the Methodist Church 
has upon this Reserve, I think the Department is doing all it 
is called upon to do by firrnishing the salary of a teacher. 
I think that this salary should be increased to $500.00, and 
that beyond that amount no aid should be civen,+e-ereet—e-sehest. 
Dr. Griffith asked for a great deal more than this, but it is 
not the eustom of the Department to ask for an appropriation of 
public funds to assist any ehurch in its missionary work. 
Whatever funds are provided for a church and residence must, 
therefore, come from the Exchequer of the Church. To my mind 
it is a question which should be very carefully treated; when 
there are so few Methodist Indians upon the Reserve, we might 
easily create the impression that we are endeavouring to 
proselytize, and it is almost certain that the impression would 
get abroad upon the Reserve that the Department is using not 
only Goverhment funds but Indiang> funds for this purpose.

I presume that there is no question that the Depart- 
ment will not assist in the church buildings end it is 
doubtful how far it would be advisable to assist in the erect- 
don of a school house where the mumber of pupils is necessarily

With reference to the application made by Reve 
Pr.Griffith of Montreal cn behalf of the school con= 
ducted by the Methodist Missionary Society on the 
Caughnawage Reserve,I beg to say that this Department is 
already paying the sum of $125.00 per annum to the 
Missionary Society as a contribution towards the mainten- 
ance of this school. 

Two years ago when the Department took over 
the schools which had been carried on under the auspices 
of the Methodist Missionary Society in Ontario the 
schools in operation by the Methodists in the Province 


ef Quebec were purposely left out of this arrangement. 


If the Department were called upon to pay the full salary 


ef a teacher of the Caughnawaga Methodist school it 
could only do so on the understanding that it would be= 
come undenominational and I claim that there is no need 
for an undenominational school on this reserve as all 
the members of the Caughnawaga Band which numbers 2017 
are all Roman Catholics,with the exception of two Angli- 
cans and thirty-one methodists. 

There are two large Roman Catholic Schools on 
the reserve with two teachers for each echool and it is 
doubtful to my mind whether the Department would be justi- 
fied in maintaining a protestant school for the small 
number of Indian children who are not Roman Catholics. 


Dr.Griffith claims that they have about thirty 


children 
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children on the roll and that more than fifty have 

attended with more or less regularity. The annual 

report for last year shows the average attendance to 
Ko Cer hawt 

have been only five,which would include nearly ail the 

children of school age on the Reserve, i 

It seems to me that the Methodist Church is 
earrying on a school on this reserve on sufferance and 
I think the Department has gone as far as it would be 
justified in going in allowing the grant that they now 
receive. 

I may call your attention to the fact that the 
Rev.Dr,.Sutherland,as General Secretary of the Methodist 
Missionary Society has charge of all the Indian School 
work carried on by the Methodists,and any applications 
for increased grants should,properly speaking,come 
through him,

Wo says that the School has not been 
reopens’ sinee the sumer holidays On account of tle 
Prevalense of measles, and to avoid the danger of the 
apread of the discase and prevent noodless delay in 
reopening the school, he makes this application. This 
is the first offielal intimation we have had of an 
cutbreak of measles on the reservee The three Noman 
Catholic schools have opened and I can see nO reason 
why the Methodist school should not have started at the 
regular time. The Methodist missionary and the teacher 
should have been able to find cut what families, if 
any, are affeoted and order them to stay away from the 


school. 


The chil@ren are better at schood than running 
loose on the reserve and less liable to contract the 
disease. We have no rezular medical officer on the reserve 


as she Indians generally are able to look a*tter thenseclves 

in this respeet, and I do nOt see why the Departuent 

should be called upon to Pay for exawining 25 or 50 pupils. 
I think Mr. Timberlake wight be advised aceordingly.

Miss E. May Young, who has so satisfactorily 
taught @ur school for sc many years at Caughnawaga, 
has been obliged to give up her school in consequence 
of ill health. I advised her to get a supply if possibile 
for the last two or three weeks of the term. She tried 
and failed. Evidently she has tubercolosis. The 
Inspector visited her school early in June and told her 
to close the school at once. I secured for her an 
examination in the King Edward Institute for tubercolosis 
patients, and tried to get her admitted as a patient, but 
@e she was anxious to go to her home, the doctor thought 
it best for her to go end so she has gone. I fear she 
will never return. For this I am very sorry- She loved 
the Indians and devoted her life to their improvement. 
Until two years ago she received but $250 per year, and 
I would be glad if I might be permitteé to send to her 
the $40.00 for the month of June. The schools about 
here close on the 21st, the day before the Coronation, 
ae that it would not be a very great act of generosity 
after so many years of such splendid service to pay her 
in fulle Im the city here a teacher is allowed full pay 
for ten days in a year if sick and half pay for forty 
more days. Since I have had charge of the school the 
last three years Miss Young has not before lost a day 
through sickness. I hope, therefore, I may have your 
consent to pay her in full.

As I was out of the city durite August, I asked 
the Rev. E. S. Morrison, who for nine years had charge 
of our Indian Mission at Oka, now in the city, to 
advertise for a teacher, stating that the salary would 
be $400.00. He received several applications, forwarded 
them to me, and I made the selection of Miss Stevens, 
and returned to him the correspondence in case he might 
need it. When your letter of the 26th ult. came to hand, 
I at once wrote him for the necessary papers, and by 
the very same mail that these arrived I received a letter 
fwom Miss Stevens, stating that owing to letters she 
had received from the Department, she had closed the 
school and was going home. I at once wrote her, expressing 
my sorrow that she had so done, as there was no need for 
such a step, and asking her to let me know without delay 
if she were willing to continue the school, and it is 
only within the last hour that I heard from her. For 
some reason my letter did not reach her at the right 
time and she has just phoned to say she is willing to 
continuee She evidently misunderstood the enquiries of 
the Department and regarded them as undue interference, 
and needlessly felt insulted. Miss Stevens sent to me 
the last letter she received from the Department. It 
was very courteous, simply asking by whose authority she 
was tegching and stating just what you had told me, that 
it was the province of the Board to nominate and of the

For some time we have had under consideration the 
condition of the miesionary end school work at Caughnawegea- 
The Protestant community there is already very smell, and 
does not seem to be growing. The position of either 
teacher or missionary seeme scarcely adecuate as an occupation 
for s capable person, end the expense to both the Indian 
Department and the Missionary Society seeme considerable for 
the amount of service rendered. It has been proposed that 
we should withdraw our resident missionsdy and supply the 
work from some other point. This arrangement, however, 
would seem to make it impossible to secure 8 teacher who 
would live there in the absence of any other White family, 
in fact, we have already experienced considerable trouble 
in keeping @ teacher at this point. Without having reached 
any definite conclusion, I am enquiring as to the probable 
ettitude of the Department in case we find it possible to 
secure a suitable married man who would take full charge of 
the work as missionary-teacher. The combined expenditure 
would afford sufficient remuneration for the full time of a 
man with satisfactory qualifications in both directions. 


I may eay that we are now making enquiries as to 
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the probable fitness and avsilability of the present 
missionary, Mr. J. K- Matthews for thie work. Mr. 
Matthews has taken a real interest in the people, and 
within the limits of his opportunity has been a rather 
successful missionsry- He has, however, been carrying on 
this work while attending college in Montreal. He is now 
finishing his college course and it hae been suggested to 
me that he might make a very desirable man for the dual 
position, if his services could be secured. I am putting 
this forward, not as a recommendation, but in order that 
the Department may be possessed of nell the facts, and in @ 
position to make any independent enquiry into the situation 
which may be deemed advisable. 

On the general question of adopting the policy of 
a married missionary-teacher for Caughnawags, I should be 
glad of an expression of opinion from the Department before 
taking any definite action.

F Yours re the appointment of Mies Etta J. Smith to 
the Protestant School on the Caughnawage Reserve is to hand. 
The explanation is as follows: 


Owing to their distance from our office and certsin 
conéitions which bring their work into wery close relation to 
that of the Church, the Missionary Society has followed the 
plan of having the echools at Caughnewega and Oke looked after 
by the chairmen of the Montreal South District of the Methodist 
Church. According to former practice, the former chairman has 
corresponded directly with the Department on a number of mat- 
tere including the appointment of teachers, although of course 
keeping in touch with the office of the Missionary Society- 


Some time before Christmas I was notified by the Rev. 
Robert Smith thet Miss Thomeon, the former teacher, wees likely 
to leave the Caughnawegs School. Later there arrived s similer 
notice from the Department, accompanied by the recommendation 
of the inepector that the school should be closed. About the 
eame time I received further information from the chairman of 
the District that Miss Etta Smith had been secured ae teacher. 
She is not, ae the name might suggest, & member of the family 
of the chairman, Rev. Robert Smith. Owing to our practice as 
reported at the beginning of this letter, I was not surprised 
that a teacher had been appointed without the matter being 
definitely submitted to me, in fact I was rather relieved to 
find that the work wae done- It 444 not occur to me that the 
nomination had not been submitted to the Indian Department in 
the reguler way- On thinking over the matter I find that there 
has been no change of teacher in this school since Rev. Mre 
Smith became chairman of the Montreal South District, which 
accounts for the fect that he was not swere of the exact form 
of procedure in this matter, end so engeged Miss Smith inetead 
of submitting her name in nomination to the Indien Department. 


I am writing thie explanation without en opportunity 
of consulting Mr. Smith but from my knowledge of the circum- 
stances I am sure that it is the correct one. I will send e 
copy of this letter to him in order that my statements may be 
confirmed or corrected. He will silso be able to furnish « 
statement of the qualifications of the teacher.

Joe Norton hus three chiluren of school age, Marie, 
Florence anu Minnie. These are recognized as Pro- 
testants, but our Representative reports oe rumor 
current in the bana thet they intend to become Roman 
Catholics et their majority. 


Thos. Patton haus one child, Helen, of school a6, ana 
he is recognized ase « Roman Catholic by our Agent. 


Peter J. Montour's children, Jacques ana Michsel, are 
coneidered Protestants, in view of certuin accumentary 
evidence submitted in tne past. The Indian Agent, how- 
ever, considers the family Roman Catholic, and as you are, 
no doubt, aware the two boys attended tne Spanish 
Residential School end most likely imbibed religious 
opinions at that time. 


Mike Johnson has two children of school age, Nora and 

Paul. The Department is preparea to recognize Nora's 
eligion as Protestant, in the light of earlier corresnond- 
ence, but Paul is reported to have continued attendance 

et the Roman Catholic services, ana our Representative 
considers the family as Roman é6atholic.

I regret to state that the 
Department cannot give favourable consideration to your request 
at the present time. Our officer hae informed several of the 
other petitionere of thie decision. 


The Caughnawaga Villace Sehools are open to any 
Protestant children of the reserve and the Rev. Sisters have 
been instructed to excuse them from the study of the Roman 
Catholic catechism. The Department will also help, when funds 

founé for the purpose, or when accommodetion ise avail- 
able, any bona fide Protestant children in Caughnawaca to 
secure an education in ak2sidential school, if the parents 
are willing to aseist.

3 fhe Protestant Day School at Caughnawagea, which was 
conducted in a government-owned puilding, was closed in June, 
1919, with the full concurrence f the Methodist Missionary 
Society, who were associated with us in the management. The 


main reason for the closing of the echool wae the poor 
attendance. 


At the present time the pbuilding is used 4s & class- 
room for the Caughnewaga R. C. Indian Day School, ae all the 
accommodation available had to be used to care for the large 
enrolment. 


When I visited Caughnawagea in September, last, I 
decided there were seven bona fide Protestant children of 
school age and eleven children of parents whose religion was 
doubtful in that they had lately broken away from the Roman 
Gatholic Church. Our petitioners at that time were informed 
there were so many school causes more important than 4 
Protestant one at Caughnawaga that favourable consideration 
could not be given to their request for such a school. 


The Caughnawagea Village Schools are open to any 
Protestant children of the reserve and the Sieters have been 
instructed to excuse them from the study of the Roman Catholic 
Catechism. The bona fide Protestant children have been 
promised an education in Protestant residential schools, when 


funds can be found for the purpose and when the parents are 
willing to aesist.

It is inevitable that 
we are recognizing the principle of two systems of education, as 
we do two systems of religion. We are forced to this conclusion, 
because a Protestant school cannot properly take care of itself 
under the leadership of an Indian with whitelesdership as a compet— 
itor. Theat is the situation that obtains at Caughnawaga. When we had 
the situation under our own denominetional control we could safe 
cuard this principle. Now we rely upon the Department to grant 


us this ruardianship. In the next place, we have to recognize, 
that 27 tho ocitation for 2 Pootestant school emanates from the 
deerer question of a religious faith, to make this a success a neutral 


teather such as is always sounght for by the State which is purely 
secular is not desirable here. This is far from being a school where 
religious propaganda is taught the pupils. It will give a cohesion

Replying to your letter of the 20th instant, 
I beg to inform you that I have met Miss Nettie V. Green 
Teacher of the Protestant School on the Caughnawaga 
Indian Reserve, while she was proceeding to the re-copen- 
ing of the class during this forenoon. She appearcd to 
be weel satisfied with the results, She had already ar- 
ranged for a suitable boarding accomodation just in 
front of her school. I have also asked her to fill in 
a requisition form for any required material or school 
supplies that are to be authorized the Department 
through my office. I have noted on her roll that a 
young Indian girl, who was previously attending the Roman 
Catholic School, in the Caughnawaga Villace, was present 
for a permanent attendance at the Protestant School, the 
cirls'name is Annie Jacobs. I have advised the teacher 
that she should not accept any other children, than the 
ones already listed, before an application from these 
childrens'father, or guardian, be made to the Department 
for approval. The teacher appeared to be surprised of the 
arguements, however, I have advised her not to accept 
that child before your authorization be civen. That child's 
mother is presently under arrest for not having complied 
with the Indian Act, by refusing to send her children 
at school after having been notified to do so by the 
Truant Officer.

This group would have the cottage across from the convent at 
Ste. Martine, and, as Ste. Martine is on the Chateauguay river, 
it is very pleasantly located. The cost of board, lodging and 
tuition for the two weeks would be $15.00, plus «6 small extra 
amount for materials used. 


From information recently received six of the 
teachers of the schools on the St. Regis Reserve are prepared 


to take this course between the dates mentioned above. I am 
bringing the matter to your attention in the hope that you 
will find it possible to also take advantage of the offer 
mentioned in this letter. In the event of your deciding to 
take this course please advise Miss Mary McDonald, Principal, 
St. Regis Village School, St. Regis, Que. She is handling 
the arrancements. 


Present reguletions do not permit the Department 
peying the cost of the course. This will have to be paid by 
each one who takes it. However, in the event of your deciding 
to avail yourself of this opportunity, we will advise the 
Indien Agent that if finel arrangements are made any teacher 
taking the course may close her school on Friday June 24th, 
19368.

Miss Bryen would 
like to be transferred to the junior room, and she will take 
some summer course to help her fit herself better for this 
position. Thet will leave the position of senior teacher open. 


Some time sgo you wrote ebout the desirability of 
transferring Mr. Smith from Oke to some plece where he would 
heve educational fecilities for his boy. We would, I think, be 
prepared to nominate Mr. Smith for the senior room st Ceughnewege, 
if such & nominetion were viewed favorably by your Department, 
and if Mr. Smith were prepared to meke the move. We have not 
yet approached him, beceuse we believe thet consideration must

Sir: 


May I be permitted to bring to your attention a very 
Serious matter which concerns the welfare of five Indian children 
ho have been expelled from school et Caughnawsga, P.Q. 


For your information, I am a minister of the Gospel, 

a travelling representative of the Watch Tower Bible and 
Tract Society, and am authorized to counsel and advise those who 
are Jehovah's Witnesses, therefore it comes inside my province to 
act on behalf of these children and accordingly I bring the 
following facts to your attenti 


Five children were expelled on April 11, 1 O from the 
United Church Indian Day School for not suluting the ag. The 
children involved are: 


Joyce Williams, 12 years 
Myrne Williams, ad 
Elmer Horne, 5 = 
Orval Williams, g ve 
Peter Williams, 6 bed 


All these ildren are resident on the Caughnawege Indian 
Reserve. The only on for the expulsion of these chiidren is 
that of not saluting the fleg. I understand that the children's 
teacher, Miss Nesbitt, reported the refusal of these chiidren to 
salute the fleg to the Indian Agent, Mr. Brisbois, who reported the 
matter to Ottawa. The Department of Indian Affairs instructed that 
the children be suspended. The teachers, Miss Nesbitt and Miss Bryen 
were interviewed and have had the situetion explained to them, and 
it has also been explained to Mr. Brisbois. 


Our local representative at Ottawa, Mr. 208. Morrell, has 
taken up this metter with Mr. Phelan, of the Department of Indian 
Affairs, in an effort to explain the action and attitude of the 
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children, but he wes treated disco irteously in not being 
permitted to have any kind of hesring by the Department 
concernec. 


Therefore on behalf of these children and their 
parents, end in the interests of liberty end justi , I am 
appealing this decision te you. I trust yo rill give this 
very serious case your personal attention, and thet you will 
see your way clear to remedy t! is groat injustice which has been 
meted out to these children. 


Theat you may be in a position to appreciate the 
on for the children's stand, I suggest the following to you: 


Thet the children's loyalty is not at ell in question. 
merel the manner of expressing it. 


That in their belief the mode of expressing it is 
repugnant to the lew of Almighty God and hence to the children's 
of conscience and freedom of worship. They sincerely 
it to be a violation of the le of Almighty God. Should 
have been allowed that the children should hmve been given 
@ before being expelled? 


Thet it is correct for each one to worship the Lord 
according to the dictates of his o conscience provided that in 
so doing yw do not violate good morels, infringe on other's 
rights or jeopardize the safety of the State. 


Thet each person should be allowed to decide for hin elf 
s belief is right or wrong. 


T also suggest the > this condition regarding these 
children remains unaltered they will be eprived of their education 
and such being the case, then surel ch teacher should cease 
teaching that there is freedom of conscience and freedom of worship. 


This matter should now be faced fairly and hones tly. 
be 


Should the teacher, or those higher in authority, permitted to 
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parents be denied the liberty to teach them the Word of 
God? 


Can you properly take ewey the right of private 
judgment of school children or parents? Can you rightfully 
deny school attendance to a child who without injuring any 

8S allegiance to His God ehead of school r sletions? 


I further sugrest that no one will be harmed by 
the children being permitted to attend school end stand 
mute while others lute. In such a case the result is thet 
the right of the children to adhere to their conscience is 
upheld. No one is hurt and the country is not adangered. 


I trust thet this entire matter will receive your 
earnest, unbiased, courageous considerstion end thet your 
decision will be in accord with the true worship of Almighty 
God end with the principles held dear to democracy.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
April 29, in which you submit, for Cepartmentel 
consideration, the cleim of a croup of pupils for re- 
admission to one of the Indian day schools on the 
Caughnawaga reserve, P. Q- 


The records here indicate that the Indian 
agent in charge of the Caughnawaga reserve reported to 
the Department on April 2, 1°40, that e group of students 
attending the Indian day school, operated under the 
auspices of the United Church, hed been eausing trouble 
at that school by refusing to join with others in the 
singing of The National Anthem and by refusing to salute 
the flag. The agent, in a letter sent to him from the 
Department, dated April 6, 1940, was instructed to advise 
the teachers in charge of that particular school thet 
any pupil who refused to recognize constituted authority 
and who disobeyed reasonable orders should be immediately 
discharged from the school. 


You cen readily realize hor necessary it 
is to have strict reguletions governing the conduct of 
pupils attending Indian day and residentiel schools 
throughout the Dominion. You will fully appreciete, 
also, that it would be utterly impossible to conduct 
schools eat all if every religious denomination or sect 
insisted upon regulations in conformity rith their own 
religious tenets end beliefs. Such insistence would simply 
lead to confusion and chaos. The aim in & éenocratic

You ere no doubt aware thet educational 
institutions ere provided by the taxpayers of Canada 
for the education of Indian pupils, without cost to 
the Indians themselves.

I must state, therefore, 
that unless the group of students on whose behalf you 
have written are prepared to observe the rvles and 
regulations now in force, they cannot be re-sedmitted 
to the Ceughnewage school.

Thanks for your prompt acceptance of the 
nomination of Miss Gladys Joblin for the position of teacler 
in the senior room st Caughnewage. 


I note the lest paragraph of your letter, 
in which you tell of 5% of the salary being withheld by the 
Government, the emount to be Geposited and interest allowed 
et 4% per annum. Do you not think that it would have been 
courtesy, st least, for the Department to have notified 
Church Departments which nominsete teachers of this new Order- 
in-Council? The cut in the per capita allowance for Indien 
residential school was maie without consultation with the 
Churches, which, under a special agreement, are carrying on 
Indien residential school work in conjunction with your 
Department. The cutting off of one month's salary of teachers 
in Indien dey schools was done in the same way. Of course, 
this Order-in-Council is action of @ different kind, tut I do 
think thet we might heave been notified when it was passed, 
if for no other reason than that we should have teen in & 
position to pass this information om to teachers whom we 
were approaching with the offer of an appointment. The present 
procedure, I submit, is herdly feir to them or to us. I know 
this is war-time, but even in war-time one expects courtesy 
and businesslike procedure even from the Government!

Would you kindly send the following suggestion on to the Department of 
Indien Affairs at Ottawa if it meets with your approval? 


Miss Bryan and I are convinced that much better work could be done by 


opening the United Church “chool the middle of September and closing the 
middle of June. 


One of our chief difficulties - truancy during the month of June - would 
be largely avoided by the earlier closing. We feel that more work could be 
covered in the two weeks in September than in the corresponding two weeks in 
Junee Children and teachers are rested after the holidays; exeminations and 
reports are not claiming so much time; Exhibition of the year's work and 
programme for school closing would not be crowding our time-table. 


In order to save any re-adjustments in the book-keeping, we would be quite 


willing to wait until the end of June for ovr last cheque and until the end of 
October for our first. 


For the above reasons we are requesting thet the Department of Indian 


Affairs grant us permission to open school on September the fifteenth of this 
year -« 


Miss Bryan and I should like to take this opportunity of thanking the 
members of the Department of Indian Affairs and yourself for the splendid 
co-operation which you have shown us during our period of teaching in 
Caughnewaga.

His reason was that he had left the R.C.Churech to join the Long House or 
hed became ean aboriginal believer. 


At the time he made his application, same was refused because 
children are not sllowed to change from one School to another in the 
middle of the academic year. When a child start going to school in Sep- 
tember at # certain paace he has to finish the shool year at that same 
plece. This ruling has been esteblished for obvious reesons. 


-This last September, Diome end his femily hed moved to e farm 
on the St.Isidore roed and he sent his children to the Villege U.C. School 
instead of sending them to the St.Tsidore R4.,School (half a mile from 
his home ) end consequently applied for their transportetion to be paid 
because we do pay the transportetion of children living in the area of 
the Bush Rd.,School, which was closed lest year because of the Limited 
number of pupile and elso for leck of e teecher. Peter claims thet his 


cease is the same and that if we pay for some we should pay for every one 
regardless of the circumstances .

I was in Ottawa a week ago Tuesday and 
brought before them the matter of the former parsonage 
site for sale. They were very hesiitant to commit them- 
selves one way or another. I inten@ to follow it up 
however. 


Our immediate problem, RKhowever, in 
Caughnawagea is how to facilitate the return of that 
school t> us. If this could be secured before the 
school term opens it would solwe im the meantime our 
aifficulties. 


I did not feel it my duty to ascertain 
from the Department their attitude regarding this matter. 
I felt that this should properly come from you. 


If we could give our people at Caughnawage 
some definite assurance ipon this point. am sure we could 
easily control and direct the enormsus surplue energy; 
without it this energy will be se danger and a menace. 


I hope you will see the Department if 


you have not already done so, regarding this matter. The 
return of this building as you see will partly meet the 
present demands of our work, as the present situation 

and conditiow down there cannot be continued much longer. 
I belive furthermore, if the conditions were eenerally 
known in the United Church it would not be tolerated.

I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, with 
reference to the Protestant Indian day school at Caughnawaga. 
I note that the Rev. Mr. Oke has written to Dr. Manning conoern- 
ing using for Protestant school purposes the builécing in which 
was conducted up to six years ago a echool under the joint 
auspices ot the Methodist Missionary Society and this Depurt- 
ment. This building belongs to the Department, «ni, s crtly 
after the Protestant work closed, it wae used for the purposes 
of the main day school on the Reserve, which is, of course, 
Roman Catholic one. When the Protestant school wae reonenec 
in 1923, there was, of course, oan agitation to use the former 
building. However, thie was now urgentiy required for the 
satisfactory conduct of the Roman Catholic Indian school system, 
and the Department mede temporary orrangemente to try out the 
Protestant school again in the Methodist oc uroh,. in January, 
1924, the Chairman of the Methouist District authorizeo Mr. 
Mitchell L. Deere to offer the church to the Department for 
school purposes, ana Dr. Manning conourrea in this arrange- 
ment. We undertook repuirs, and fitteca up the builcing a8 a 
classroom, 


I believe more classroom sccom:ocution is neeved 
at Caughnawagsa, and, as soon as funds can be provided for the 
purpose, what is considered necessary will be erected. “At 
that time the question of returning the Protestant activity 
to the building formerly used by them wili be given consider- 
ation. 


The Lepartment yesterday received a communication 
from Mrs. Margaret D'Ailleboust, of Caughnawagea, in which she 
states that she speaks on behalf of the trustees of the local 
United Church. Our correspondent asks us to remove the school 
desks and the Department's other property from the old Methodist 
church, as it is to be demolished in the immediate future. I 
hove written Mrs, D'Ailleboust, in part, ae follows: 


"The Department had planned to use the building for the 
coming academic year for Protestant school purposes, and 
there are no funds for the purpose ot providing other accommo- 
dation. I have to inform you that the school may have to be 
closed for a time if the church building is not available. In 
view of thése circumstances, cannot the demolition be postponed? 
Is it absolutely necessary that the old building be torn down 
to make room for the new church?®

I beg to point out that it is somewhat difficult 
to keep the floor, the walls and windows of thie school in a fair 
etate of cleanliness owing to the rowdy conduct of the Indian 
children during recess. It is now impossible, for instance, to 
Close one of the outside doors because it was put almoet out of 
use by theee children. The outside closets are in a untolerable 
estate and it ie quite admissible that slovenliness is the proper 
of the larger number of those children. 


as q question of ventilation, I & to say that 
the windows are well provided with ventilators, but, I wander if 
they are used or not. A ventilator is aleo placed unto the chim- 
ney at one end of the classroom, it was only lately when this 
ventilator was forced open for use. 


Permit me to add that when this building was used 
by the R. C. children, there was plenty of ventilation given through 
the same ventilatore which could also be ueed for by the present 
Class of pupils.

Bo unnecessary expense should be 
incurred, but you should see that they are thoroughly 
cleaned, It is expected thet the teacher will also 
impress upon the pupile the necessity of keeping these 
Closets in good condition.

As per request of Mr. Ferrier I last week made an 
inspection of the Protestant School at Caughnawaga, which was lately 
damaged by fire. The damsgge consisted in the burning of a portion 
of the partition between the cloak room and the classroom, where 
the hot air duct had started a fire. As far as I could juige 
the fire was caused by the furnace being overheated with coke. 


The damages will require three or four days work 
and the class should be resumed next week. It will be necessary 
that the interior of the wdilebuilding which has been damaged 
by smoke be painted during the Christmas holidays. I have given 
the necessary instructions to a local Indian, Mr. Johns, to make 
a thorough cleaning of the building and supply the materials 
for the repairs required,and I would ask your approval of my action.

This wes eranted and the house et Caugh- 
nawacea rented. On two or three occasions I discussed with lr. 
Ruesell Ferrier the possibility of using this property for the 
junior clase-room in connection with the dey school. The dif- 
ficulty in the situation arose fram the fact thet it was rented 
and the conereration were retaining the rentals. However, we 
have now succeeded in getting the tenant to vacate and I em 
writing to sugeest thet it would be in the best interests of 
all concemed if, when school opens in the fall the Depertment 
were to rent this building fram us. The West half on the 
rround floor wuld make e very mich better school-room than the 
present one which is in use. The rom on the North-East cor- 
ner would make a good closak-room for the children and the two 
teachers could be meade very comfortable upstairs. The build- 
ing is not in good repair, but we «sre prepared to t it in 
shape. 


This arrangement vould be very much more convenient 
from the standpoint of the tenchers, as this building is the 
first one on the West side of the church, while the senior class- 
rom is the first building on the East side of the church. All 
the work would then be consolidated in one plsce.

One hundred and fifty dollers a year seems to be 
@ very anall rental for a building as large es the one under 
consideration - especially in view of the fect that it will 
provide not only classroom accommodation but also living accom- 
modation for the teachers. However, we are more interested in 
the work at Caughnawage and in the progress of the School than 
in any other factor at the present time. The two teachers who 
are there now have created an entirely new atmosphere in the 
village and, with better accommodation and equipment, will un- 
doubtedly be able to @® a superior type of work - both educa- 
tionally and in extre-curriculum activities. We agree, there- 
fore, to accept a renta}] at the rate of $150.00 a year beginning 
September lst. 


I em asking our Superintendent of Missions for a 
report as to the cost of the alterations which will tes required. 
Just at present the building is being reshingled. There isa 
splendid cement foundetion under the whole house and a good fur- 
nace, with plenty of store room for fuel, food supplies, &c. 

The tenant who has been occupying the building has not been using 
the furnace. I doubt if it has been in use for the last two 
years, The reason he gave was that the ground is low anda cer 
tain amount of water came into the basement in the spring and 
fall. Whether this is due to faulty construction or insufficient 
drainage, we will have to investigate. My personal opinion is 
that the tenant wes heating the building with stoves because it is 
cheaper. 


Our Board will not be in a position to spend any 
large sum of money in renovations and improvements during 1933, 
and it may be thet we will have to be content with using stoves 
for thé first year. The removal of the partition downstairs and 
the painting and decorating of the whole houses will wst us quite 
a sum,

In connection with the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of our Board, which was held lest week, we had a discussion 
with the Superintendent of Missions for the Montreal-Ottewa area 
concerning the accommodation for our missionary on the Caughneawage- 
Oka field, Rev. C. C. Dean. He is finding the cost of working his 
field prohibitive end we ere being asked to spend & considerable 
sum of money in renovating the Caughnawage house, now being used 
as @ school-room, so that it will be availeble for his use by Sep- 
tember ist. It will therefore be necessary for the Department to 
find some other accommodation for Miss Daly's class, which is now 
being housed in that building. 


er Mr. Sutherland: Re: Accommodation, Junior Room, 


I would like to make a suggestion, namely, that your 
architect sericusly consider re-modelling the senior class-room, 
now being used by Miss Kenner. By lowering the ceiling 3 feet 
and putting an extension of about 6 feet on the beck of the build- 
ing, two splendid cless-rooms could be provided on the ground floor 


and an excellent apertmnt prepared for the teachers upstairs. The 
Department is now peying $22.50 a month rent to provide for the 
junior room end the teachers. The change could be effected for 

an expenditure of about $5500.00.

I have your letter of the 3lst ultimo, 
addressed to Mr. Sutherland, of this Department, relative 
to the providing of accommodation for the junior class 
of the Protestant School on the C aushnawaga reserve, for 
the academic year beginning on or about September first, 
next. It is noted thet the building now rented from the 
church authorities for this room will be required for 
the use of the missionary on the reserve. 


It is extremely doubtful if there would be 
funds available to remodel and enlarge the building used 
by the senior class, in order to provide a second class- 
room and living accommodation for the teachers. The 
Department is requesting the local Indian Agent to make 
enquiry concerning the possibility of renting a house 
that would be suitable for the junior class.

Mr. Dean told Mr. Phelan that the Indian trustees 
of the land held by the United Church are opposed to using 
any of the church land for a new school, as these Indian 
trustees state that it is their intention to erect a com- 
munity hell, and they feel thet if a new school building is 
erected on the property and additional land made available 
for playground purposes, there will not be sufficient land 
left for the erection of a community hall. 


Mr. Phelan pointed out to Mr. Dean that we were 
only able to provide the sum of $3,500.00 in the c nt 
year‘s appropriation for the erection of a new bui mg and 
there are no funds available to consider purchase of a site 
for the purpose. Unless a site ise made available on tht 
church graresv it will not be possible to proceed this 
year. feel you will agree with me that it would be unfor- 
tumate if building operations this year were prevented by 4 
dispute regarding the site. 


I am therefore submitting the whole matter to you 
as we would appreciate having a definite statement on file,

I have your letter of May 14th and I have written to Mr. 
Dean, our Missionary on the Reserve, saying thet, while I am of the 
opinion that technically the land belongs to the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and that we can do what we like with it, we shall not over- 
rule the decision srrived at by the officials of the congregution. 
I have also definitely told him that it is my considered judgment 
that if they refuse to give permission for the use of this iand it 
means that there will be no School built this year and thet the only 
people who will suffer are the children themselves. I am of the 
opinion that it might be the best way to let them see what their ob- 
stinacy will lead to, although, with a much wider knowledge of In- 
diens than I possess, you might say that they will just be gled that 
the children cannot go to School! 


I have urged Mr. Dean to do what he can to get the matter 


settled shortly. I expect to be in Montreal the first week in June 


and will personally look over the matter, if it has not been settled 
previously.

We have a letter from Rev. C. C. Dean, our Missionery 
on the Caughnewaga Reserve in which he refers to the renting 
of our Church agein for School purposes. The following is 
ean extract fran the letter: 


“About a week ago the Agent informed me that he hed a letter 
from Ottewa stating that it would be impossible to build a 

new building this year. The Officiel Board met, and reconsid- 
ered the cuestion of renting the church. It was felt that in 
order to secure another building the Department would be obliged 
to give a lease of at least 5 years to meke 4 building suitable 
for school purposes, and we would have to wait thet long for a 
school. Our Bosrd is very anxious to secure pews for the 
church, and if the $400 for the two years' rentel is evailable 
at the end of next year for this purpose they would be willing 
to rent the church on the same conditions as last year - that 
is, the Department paying for lights, coal and janitor service. 


"We have already 4 tons of hard coal which cost us ,50.40 
in the basement, wiich we would like the Department to buy 
as there is no room to store it for another winter. 


"The Board felt that $12.50 per month was small pay for a care- 
taker who had to look efter two furnaces, move all the seats 
twice ev-ry week, sweep and dust and shovel snow for two build- 
ings. They h ped that would not be asking too much if you 
would epproach the Department to see if even a little more could 
be secured for this. 


"Mr. Phelan met the Board tonight and expleined that the Depart- 
ment were still prepared to build e separate building on the 
same lot if the church would grant them more land, but the typ 
of building requested for would cost too much. This was not 
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satisfactory to the Board so the matter stands as it was 
before." 


Perhaps the Local Board has written directly about 
this matter, but if not we will be glad to know what you 
think about the rent of the Church and the increase for 
the services of the caretaker, as well as your reaction 
to the proposal about the coal they have on hand.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 
26th ultimo, with reference to the Caughnawaga U. C. 
Indian Day School. 


Two of the departmental officials 
visited the Caughnawage Reserve on July 20th and met 
Reverend Mr. Dean and a number of the indians interested 
in this school. Objection was teken to the Department 
erecting another building on the school site and, 
elthough the matter was fully discussed, it was 
impossible to obtain their approval. Under these 
circumstances, it has been decided not to proceed with 
the erection of an addition to the Caughnawaga U. C. 
School this year. 


It is noted that the Church Board is 
willing to allow the use of the church for the second 
classroom for the academic year 1957-38.

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coal on hand which they can use when religious 
services are being conducted in the building. 
Under these circumstances, I do not see the 
necessity for purchasing the four tons of coal 
which Mr. Dean states is in the basement. 


For your information, I may say 
that the Department supplied a wery large quantity 
of coke last winter in order to heat this building 
for school purposes. We will supply what is 
necessary for this purpose during the coming winter. 


The caretaker is paid $150.00 a year 
for his services in looking after the two classrooms. 
This amount is paid on a basis of ten teaching months 
in the academic year and means that he is allowed 
$15.00 a month for each month that he is actually 
employed. He does no work for the schools during 
the months of July and August. This rate compares

I am in receipt of a letter from M Dean, 
the missionary et Caughnewags, in which he says thet no fuel 
hes as yet been supplied for the two rooms of our School. 
This would seem to indicate that not only has no fuel been 
supplied for the church, but that none has been supplied for 
the school building. He says thet the children ere missing 
school because it is too cold. He also states that the teachers 
have sent word to the Agent seversl times, but no one can see 
him, es he is i111. Would you kindly have this matter ettended 
to. 


When I saw you in Ottawa I mentioned that a 
number of the small panes of glass in the windows of the church 
had been broken by the children pleying ball. Department 
was good enough to instruct the Agent to have strong wire placed 
in front of the windows, so thet this would not occur again; but 
I understood from you thet the broken panes of glass would be 
re~pleced. Mr. Dean says that this has not yet been done. 


I trust thet it will be possible to have imple- 
mented the promise which you gave me thet this would be attended 
to.

Res Caughnawaga Fuel Supply 
Dear Dr. Dorey: 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
ef the 19th inetant and to state by way of comment thet 
the Indian Agent at Caughnawage was authorized by letter 
sent forward to him from the Department on the 1ith 
inetant to purchase the coal necessary for the church and 
echools on the reserve. It is just possible that the 
Agent aey have been prevented through illness from making 
the purchases immediately. I am communicating with him 
today in respect to the matter. 


The Agent was also euthorized early in June to 
purchase the glass necessary to replace certain panes 
broken in the church by the children in attendance at the 
day school. I am asking him again to make this purchase. 

I can only express regret that there has been delay in 

the purchase of this glass. I was informed, when I visited 
the reserve early in the summer, that the cost was almost 
negligible. It would appear that there is a good oppor- 
tunity here for a little more cooperation between the 

agent and the missionary in charge.

On reviewing this motion, it is felt the 
request for us to lease the lend for a period of fifteen 
years is rather unusuel.

Dear Dr.McGill; 


Referring to the matter which our delegation 
from the Montreal Presbytery discussed with you and 
Messrs Hoey and Phelan to-day, I am submitting here- 
with the request which we presented at the request of 
our Presbytery. 


With our concern for the welfare of our work at 
Caughnawaga, educational, and religious, we are deeply 
appreciative of the work being done by the Department 
to give more adequate school facilities for the Pro- 
testant Indian children. 


Our temporary problem is the care of these 
school children while the building improvements are in 
process. The arrangement of your Department to have 
one of these classes taught in our Church building is 
entirely satisfactory but the provision for the other 
class in a room at the Roman Catholic School is proving 
the occasion of embarrassment and serious disturbing of our 
work. 

The difficulty is a local one and arises from 
advantage being taken of the arrangement, to press the 
claims of the Roman Catholic Church on our Protestant 
children. We recognize that this has its roots in what 
one of your assistants described to-day as an “old feud", 
but feel that we have to face the conditions as they 
exist and set ourselves, by constructive and non-provocative 
means, to bring the conflicting elements into relationships 
of good will. 


To this end we are prepared to place at the disposal 
of the Department a large room in our Mission house where a 
lerger class than the present one was housed on a former 
occasion. There would be no cost to the Department other 
than the necessary remuneration for the janitor for the care 
of the room, and our groups would be centred about our own 
property and the unity of our work maintained.

With reference to the alterations end addition 
being made at the above school, our Engineer in cherge 
of this work reports that the shingle roof of the old 
building, to which the addition is being made, “is in 
such rotted condition that it cannot be repeired". He 
further recommends that this roof be stripped and re- 
shingled. 


You will recell that we were informed by the 
Director of Indie Affairs in 6 memorandum of May Sra 
lest that the Indian Agent edvised that it would not 
be necessery to reshingle the roof of the existing 
school, but only to reshingle the portion connecting 
with the new addition, es the roof of the present 
school was in first cless condition. 


In view of this latter informetion, no allow- 
ance was mede for the reshingling of the existing pbuild- 
ing in the estimated cost of the work. 


It is evident that the old roof should be re- 
shingled, and I would be pleased to be advised whether 
this work may be undertaken. 


The estimated cost of this item is about 
$150.00 and as the roposed expenditures on this build- 
ing amount to only 34,800.00 it may be possible to carry 
out this extra work within the emount of $5,000.00 pro- 
vided for this project, No. l, under Vote 76-64. 


With reference to the installation of inside 
toilets eas requested by the Indian Affeirs Branch in 
their memorandum of July 26th, I eam advised thet the 
cost of installing inside toilets, complete with sewage 


disposal and water supply systems, is estimated at 
$1,600.00. 


AS additional funds will heve to be provided 
for this work I would be pleased to be advised whether 
the inside toilets should be installed, and, if so, 
whether the sum of $1,600.00 is to be provided from 
the unellotted funds remaining under Vote 168 of the 
Indian Affairs 1958-59 Estimetes due to the cancelle- 
tion of the Metegami School.

You will probably remember that you discussed 
this matter with me and two of the officials of the Training 
Division at my office a few weeks ago. I informed you then 
that it was my intention to submit the matter to the Minister 
for consideration and for his decision. 


I am now in receipt of a memorandum from the 
Chief Executive Assistant, in which he states that the metter 
wae discussed with the Minister and the Deputy Minister on 
the 20th of September. In view of the fact that construction 
work om the new classroom would be finished in s fer deys, 
the Minister took the position that no chenge in the present 
arreicement should be made. 


Mr. Phelan, Chief of the Training Division, 
visited Caugimawaga yesterday, with the object of expediting, 
if at all possible, the work of construction. He informs me 
that the building will be completed and ready for occupancy 
toward the end of the month. I was somewhat disappointed to 
learn from him, however, that the parents hed steadfastly 
refused to send their children to the Keteri School. Only 
two were in attendance at the time of Mr. Phelan's visit. 
This attitude on the part of the Indians renders Indian edmin- 
istration exceedingly difficult and exacting on a number of 
our reserves.

I beg to refer to you letter of the 8th instant 
dealing with the construction of a fence around the U.C. 
Indian Day School ground. 


As the estimates already submitted were found 
too high, I wish to submit you other estimates at reduced 
cost. 

Chain link fencing 4" high, 2” links, wouldcost 
24.4¢ a foot for a total of $1351.76 galvanized before being 
cut. The previous estimate was for a 5 feet high chain link 
fence. Instead of 56 square posts 6" x 6", 8 feet jong 
at .90 each, ordinary fence posts as used on famms could be 
purchased at .15 each for a total of $8.40. In order to 
further reduce the cost the wooden frame could be eliminated 
and approximately 150 feet of scantling used for bracing. 

No cement will be used for the posts. 


As to the possibility of having Indians on relief 
to do the work without cost I may say that this is not 
considered possible as they do not even do any work for 
their church without being peid. If the framing, the cement 
are eliminated and shortposts used it is estimated that 
the cost of labor will be of $30. only instead of $55.

It will be remembered that due to an error in the 
plans the alterations to the former Eastern R.C. School 
were delayed. The heating and plumbing were completed in 
good time but could not be operated because the electrical 
work was not provided for. The electrical plans were 
ready at the beginning of this month and the contract 
was awarded this week. As heating was necessary to protect 
the equipment, Mr. Beauvais, the local electrical contractor, 
was authorized to make temporary connections so that the 
heating plant could be operated. 


There will be some extras at this school caused by the 
oversight of a sump pump for the furnace pit in the basement. 
The plans called for a pit approximately two feet deep to 
allow for the return. This excavation collects all overflow 
water and being so low cannot be drained except by means of 
an electrically operated pump. ° 


Another extra is necessary for the septic tank. The 
plan on which the contractor bid would not operate due to 
the conditions of the soil. The school yard is quite level 
end a siphon as designated in the original plan could not 
overate. This was drawn to the attention of the Engineering 
Branch who prepared another plan which requires a 6mall 
cabin to provide for the operation of the pump. These plens 
were delivered to me personally on the 9th of November and

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delivered to the contractor the following day. At this 
time the soil is frozen to approximately four inches, When 
the contractor bid on this it was to be summer work but 
because of this change, which is no fault of his, there 
will be surplus labour and also surplus equipment. The 

top of the soil will have to be broken by means of a 
compressor, rental of which I believe is $8.00 ver hour, 

To estimate what these extras will be is very difficult, 
but the work should be followed very closely so that 

the expenditure will be kept at its minimum,

When Mr Delisic,teacher of tne Caughnawaga 
Boys School,was in Ottawa last month,I had a long 
talk with him on school matters on that reserve,and 
he suggested that the best way to secure a better 
attendance would be to get the pupils interested by 
attracting them to the schools ,and he said that 
this could be done by providing scholarships and giv- 
ing a preference to children who attend regularly 
when drafting recruits for the Wiltwemikong Indus- 
trial school . He considers that the scholarships 
should be sufficient to provide a college education 


for a certain number of the best pupils every year. 


The school might be made more attractive

by providing for the recreation of the pupils. He 
thinks that a toboggan slide would draw more pupils 


to the school tham other means that could be devised.

The usual grant for prizes last year was 
not made as the application came in too late,and he 
recommends that this money be spent iin the purchase 
of lumber fer the erection of a slide on the school 
grounds ,whioch could be used by both the boys and the 
girls. 

Miss Street,who is in charge of the Girls 
schooel,thinks that this attraction would bring more 
pupils to the school than any enforcement of the 


regulations could possibly de. The parents are 
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averse to compelling their children to go,and if tre 
school were made pleasant for them,they would nature 
ally go of their own accord. 

Mr Delisle has furnished an est. imate of the 
improvements and repairs required for his school 
which includes a complete outfit ¢ new desks ,which 
the Inspector says are necessary. The Canada Office 
Furniture Co. of Montreal nas given. Mr Delisie a 
quotation of prices prowiding for 32 desks,one 
teacher*s desk and chair,at a total cost of $156.20, 
which with the other work would bring the total 
cost mpm xm of placing the school in good shape,up to 
$176.30. 

Moderm desks are a necessity and if funds 
cm be found for the purpose,I would recommend that 
they be supplied. It would be much better to pure 
chase in Montreal than from Beauharnois,as was done 
when buying desks for the Girls school,which were 
said to have arrived in a damaged condit ion and only 
a few at a time. 

Forty single desks were purchased last 
year for the Girls school but 15 more are required to 
provide seating capacity for the average number im 
attendance. A new staove is needed for the junior 
class roem in this school as wellas two wash stands 
and two small tables. The outlay for these articles 
would be about $75.00,making the total cost of re= 
fitting and furnishing both the Caughnawaga schools 
some to about $250.00
